On the site of the old Shelbourne football 
ground at Sandymount road, Co. Dublin, 40 
houses for ex-Servicemen are now being erected. 
The work is well advanced, and some 
of the houses will be ready for occupation next 
month, The houses, which will consist of 36 
semi-detached and four detached dwellings, 
will vary in design and type, thus avoiding 
monotony by repetition and producing a pleas- 
ing effect. The accommodation, however, of 
each house will be the same, and only in 
the area of the different rooms do they vary 
slightly. 

Opening off the hall is the kitchen-living 
room, having a super area of 164 feet. There 
is a parlour of 108 feet, and a good and well- 
lighted staircase leading to the first floor, on 
which are two bedrooms of 164 square feet 
and 112 square feet, respectively, and a bath- 
room of 46 We feet, fitted with a good 
type of porcelain enamelled bath, with hot and 
cold water. Off the kitchen is a scullery of 
57 square feet. containing sink, 
hot and cold water, gas stove, 
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washing copper, and shelving. Off the scul- 
lery there is a back entrance door and 
separate food larder. There is also a w.c. and 
a fuel store. 

The housewife has not been forgotten, she 
being provided with a close range (which 
can be adjusted as an open firegrate) and a 
hot cupboard in the kitchen, roomy cupboards 
in the large bedroom and at the top of the 
stairs, and another large cupboard or store 
off landing, half-way up the stairs, with space 
provided over for boxes, etc. 

The whole is contained in a cubic capacity 
of 10,060 feet. Thdéugh the houses are com- 
pact and labour-saving to their occupants, 
there is a feeling of spaciousness and airiness 
about them, and each room is well lighted, 
with living-rooms in each house, placed on the 
sunny. side. The halls and kitchens are 
floored with red tiles, and have cement 
floated dados. The walls are of concrete 
blocks, with hollow cavity, and externally 
are plastered rough cast. The roofs are 
covered with sheeting and asbestos cement 


slates, grouped into blocks of varying colours. 
Internal partitions are solid, and the window 
casements and frames are steel. i 

The money for these schemes being strictly 
limited, careful economy, both in design and 
method of construction, was essential. The 
contract price for the houses varies from £595 
to £628. 

The architect responsible to the Board of 
Public Works for these schemes is Mr. W. H. 
Howard-Cooke, A.R.1.B.A., M.R.LA.L1. 

The entire work, including buildings, road- 
ways, etc., have been carried out by Messrs. 
G. and T. Crampton, Hammersmith Works, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin.

DEMAND FOR 3,000 HOUSES. 


At the annual meeting of the Limerick City 
Workers’ Housing Association the following 
resolutions were passed unanimously :— 

(1). That as the rates in Limerick city have 
been reduced since 1921 by 9s. 10d. and as no 
corresponding reduction has been made to 
tenants by houseowners, we demand a full re- 
fund of the surplus rates paid to the owners, 


and as there is a considerable amount cf 
money due to tenants in this matter, we call 
upon the owners to secure the full return of 
this money to the tenants before June lst, 
1923. 

(2). The tenants of Limerick, in annual 
meeting assembled in the Town Hall, call 
for the rejection of the 1925 rent repcott and 
all legislation which gives freedom to evictions 
and rent incteases, and as an alternative we 
demand ownership of our houses and all 
houses which can pass medical, sanitary, and 
structural tests, due consideration being given 
to rent paid and occupancy. 

(3). We demand the erection of 5,000 houses 

Limerick for the workers on “ virgin 
soil, with all amenities, and at reasonable 
purchase cost spread over a period. : 

(4). That, as the housing conditions in Lime- 
rick are a perpetual crime against humanity, 
we urge upon the Press of Ireland to have 
investigations made, so that Christian culture 
will rebel against the insistent atrocity.

ROAD CONSTRUCTION, 


The Right Hon. Lord Montagu of Beaulieu, 
K.C.LE., C.S.I. (Vice-President), occupied 
the chair at the 36th annual general meeting 
of the Roads Improvement Association, held 
recently at the Surveyors’ Institution, Lon- 
don. \ 

In an address on ‘‘ Road Problems of To- 
day,” Lord Montagu said that owing to the 
great increase in the number of vehicles there 
was a very large body of people interested in 
road questions. All had noticed how much 
roads had improved, but they were not suffi- 
cient for the traffic, He believed they would 
s¢e in the future overhead roads or their 
equivalent. Underground roads weuld, he 
thought, be too expensive. Unless something 
was done in this respect, he did noi see how 
trade was to be carried on. The last century 
was the rail era—this century would be the 
read era. They had seen the zenith of rail 
traction. Few tramway services were now 
paying their way, and there were very few 
cities where the councils were willing to lay 
There were nume- 
rous local authorities starting services of 
motor vehicles, and still a greater number cf 
public companies starting road traffic services 
all over the country. These all must 
emphasise the need for more roads. Lord 
Montagu said he wag in favour of the Roads 
Department being made into a separate 
“ Ministry of Roads.”’

PRICES OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS. 


COMMITTEE, OF INQUIRY 
APPOINTED. 


The prices of building materials are a 
matter of vital interest to the Irish Free State 
in view of the great amount of rebuilding 
that has to be done without delay. Last issue 
of this feature showed that there is immedia- 
tely available a total sum of £556,000, which 
the Government is paying in compensation, 
every penny of which must be spent in re- 
building destroyed or damaged premises. 

Dail Eireann recently considered the high 
cost. of house building, and in the discussion 
several members alluded to the high prices of 
building materials, the vast bulk of which, it 
may be pointed out, is necessarily imported 
at the present time. That being the position 
more than an academic interest attaches to 
the intimation of the British Minister of 
Health, that in conjunction with the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade he has set up a 
Committee to— 

(1) Survey prices of building materials; 

(2) To consider complaints thereon; and 

(á) To report instances where prices appeas 
to be unduly high by reason of operation ot 
any trade combination, trust, or agreement.

IRISH ELECTRICITY: 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The boom in electricity which is indicated 
by the proposals to harness the Liffey suggests 
that the Free State Government will at an 
early date appoint a body of Electricity Com- 
missioners. 

Hitherto matters of that nature have been 
dealt with at Westminster by Commissioners 
appointed under the Electricity (Supply) Act, 
1919. 

Since the establishment of the Free State 
they have been under the control of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, which 
has a Power Section. 

The Northern Ireland Government has ap- 
pointed an Electricity Commission, from whom 
recently .the Commissioner in charge of the 
affairs of the dissolved Newry (No. 1, Co. 
Down) Rural District gon received a letter 
in connection with the proposed lighting of 
the town of Rathfriland. ieee ansctites 

The Electricity Commissioners for the Six 
Counties called attention to the requirements 
of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1919, whereby, 
apart from whether the promoters of the 
scheme desired to obtain statutory powers by 
the grant of a special order under Section 25, 
the consent of the Electricity Commissioners 
would in any case be required under Section 
ll of the Act to the construction of any 
generating station for giving such a supply. 


HOUSING IN DUBLIN. 


Speaking at a meeting of the South Dock 
Ward Housing Association, the Chairman 
(Mr. J. J, Looney) said the Corporation de- 
ferred the request for a ward housing scheme, 
although the conditions were better than 
where they were going to build. A resolution 
was passed urging upon the Corporation and 
Town Clerk the need for a housing -scheme 
for the ward, details of which had already 
been supplied to the Corporation, 
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HOUSING IN BELFAST, 


COUNCIL'S DIFFICULTY IN 
GETTING CONTRACTS. 


At a special meeting of Belfast Corpora- 
tion on 23rd inst., a minute of the Housing 
Committee of the 11th May, 1923, relating to 
the acceptance of a tender for the erection of 
70 houses on the Ulsterville site, was con- 
sidered. 

The minutes of the Housing Committee 
stated that Mr. Calwell (chairman of the 
panel of architects) read a letter, dated 9th 
inst., from Messrs. Weir and Wilson, Orion 
Works, Connswater, offering to erect 70 houses 
(design ‘‘S’’) of concrete construction on the 
Ulsterville site, the price to be the same as in 
their accepted tender for 70 houses of de- 
sign 31 on the site—viz., £438 4s. per house. 


The Committee recommended the Council to 


accept the tender. 

_ Alderman Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh, in mov- 
ing the adoption of the minutes, said that 
they provided for the building of a certain 
number of houses of concrete instead of brick 
houses, owing to the fact that they could not 
get contracts for brick houses. 

Councillor Donaldson seconded. ; 

Councillor Henderson wanted to know 
whether contracts for the concrete houses had 
been advertised for in the usual way. 

Alderman Duff said that he would like to 
know what was the nature of these concrete 
houses. He understood that the reason they 
were going to build concrete houses was due 
to the scarcity of bricklayers. Were the new 
houses to be of ornamental concrete blocks 
or of the Weual partitioned concrete? 

Alderman Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh said that 
the Housing Committee were fully alive to the 
difficulty in regard to advertising. If any 
member objected on the grounds that tenders 
had not been invited by advertisement then 
he would take the matter back. These con- 
crete houses would be equal to the brick 
house. The sole reason for not advertising 
was that the number of firms who could build 
these houses was very limited, and they had 
been invited to tender. If they had adver- 
tised it would take a fortnight before any- 
thing could be done, and they must have these 
houses built inside the year, otherwise they 
would lose the subsidy. 

The ‘Town Solicitor (Mr. John M‘Cormick) 
said that there was no doubt whatever that 
the fundamental character of the contract had 
been changed. He felt that the Corporation 
might get into trouble if they did not ad- 
vertise for these contract houses. : 

Alderman Sir Crawford. M'Cullagh agreed 
to take the minutes back.

Rapid advance is being made with the 
organisation of the British a Exhibition 
at Wembley Park in 1924. e aim of the 
Council is to organise representative groups of 
subjects for each particular industry. Already 
the three more important committees dealing 
with the interests of the building and allied 
trades have been appointed. They are as 
follows :— 

Construction of Roads, Building Materials, 
Committee—Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice, Mr. 
Frederick E. Bristowe, Mr. Alfred Dryland, 
Mr. George M. Burt, Mr. Basil Mott, Mr. J. 
Walker Smith, Sir G. Coryton Marks, Mr. 
Adam Hunter, Brigadier-Genera] Sir Henry

The Executive Council, which is composed 
of ninety-seven members, includes Mr. R. 
Coppock, J.P., secretary of the National Fede- 
ration of Building Trades Operatives; Sir W. 
Peter Rylands, President of the Federation 
of British Industries; and Mr. George Hicks, 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. 

Mr. John W: Simpson, P.P.R.1.B.A., and 
Mr. Maxwell Ayrton, F.R.1B.A., are the 
architects for the Exhibition. 

The Exhibition will comprise forty-five 
groups, all of which will be administered as 
far as possible by sectional committees. Group 
[ will be devoted to agriculture and plans 
and models of farm buildings, dairy farms, 
stables, sheepfolds, barns, pigsties, and stud 
farms, lofts, corn pits, rotting pits, and silos, 
model houses for poultry farming. models of 
agricultural factories and distilleries, and 
market gardening buildings. 

Group XI. will deal with road making and 
transport, especially the construction and 
maintenance of roads, bridges, and viaducts, 
and materials and plant used. 

Group XXII., consisting of miscellaneous 
exhibits, will include machines for making 
bricks, tiles, pipes, concrete blocks and pottery 
for building purposes, ovens, muffle furnaces, 
and firing apparatus. 

Group XXIII, confined to metal produc- 
tions, will have enamelled plates and castings 
for buildings, windows and casements, shut 
ters for windows and doors, plumbers’ work 
in lead or zinc, bolts and nuts, and screws for 
wood and metal. ' 

In the “Houses of the Empire” Section, 
Group XXX., will come town planning and 
town improvements—drawings and models of 
plans and sections of bridges—streets, avenues, 
squares and gardens, kiosks, pavilions, tele- 
phone stations, and cycle sheds; estate design 
and housing schemes: plans, models and sec- 
tions of public wash-houses, ordinary and 
steam laundries; drainage of building sites 
and methods for preventing damp from rising 
in the walls, drawings and models of house 
and street installations for removing sewage, 
waste water. and rain water, systems for de- 
stroying, utilising, or disposing of town 
sewage; and sanitation in country districts. 

In Class 94, Group XXX., will come build- 
ing materials and plant, roofing, flooring and 
wall-surfacing materials ; also methods for test- 
ing building materials, plant employed for 
earth work, excavators, dredgers, barrows, tip 
waggons, contractors’ rails, hand-cars, and 
trucks ; plant (other than pumps) used in mak- 
ing foundations, pile-driyers, foundation piles, 
screw piles, pneumatic apparatus, scaffolding, 
and shoring. 

Architecture comes in Group XXXVIL., 
dealing with fine art, and will consist of draw- 
ings and photographs of completed buildings, 
designs of contemplated buildings, models or 
plans of ancient structures restored according 
to information supplied from their ruins or 
from documents. 


SHOULD ARCHITECTS 
ADVERTISE? 


-“ 


OR WEAR DISTINCTIVE ROBES. 


The architectural. profession is being gradu- 
ally forced to the conclusion that publicity is 
as essential in its sphere as it has proved in 
general business. Etiquette at present forbids 
the architect to advertise, but as it has been 
realised. that the memters of the profession 
cannot afford to live without publicity British 
architects have decided to wear in future 
academic dress at all academic and 
other _ special functions. There was 
considerable discussion at the 
Institute of Architects as to the advisability 
of such a dress being worn by architects, and 
it was decided that a specially designed dress 
should in future be worn. It was left to a 
committee to decide as to what form that 
dress should take. 

It was pointed out that at a ceremony when 
a public building was being opened officially, 
architects who designed and conceived the 
building got no public recognition owing to 
the simple fact that they were attired in 
ordinary civilian dress. 1t was time, saic one 
member, that architects woke up to the fact 
that they could no longer afford to efface them- 
selves in the public eye. It was due to all 
architects in future to see that not only their 
name was chiselled on the building itself, but 
that at the opening ceremony the architect 
should stand lelons the mayor or whatever 
public representative was opening the build- 
ing, attired in some distinctive costume that 
would distinguish him in the public eye as the 
architect who had conceived the structure. 

When Sir Charles Ruthen was President of 
the British Society of Architects and Director 
of Housing in England, he opened the 
publicity pees: and urged architects to 
step over the barriers of professional etiquette 
and come boldly into the open and advertise 
their wares in popular fashion. Advertising by 
architects here would be a breach of profes- 
sional etiquette, but it is extensively and sue- 
cessfully practised on the other side of the 
Atlantic, 


PRESERVATION OF STONE 
BUILDINGS. 


The question of the deterioration of stone- 
work in buildings is a matter of general 
economic importance. — But in the cases of 
historic buildings and ancient monuments 
prevention of the serious decay and gradual 
demolition ot tooled surfaces and main struc- 
tures constitutes a special problem which has 
engaged attention of many investigatcrs for a 
considerable time without, however, finding 
any generally satisfactory solution. The in- 
vestigation involved is very complex and 
reeds to be approached from different angles 
with the help of wide scientific knowledge. 
Accordingly, it has been decided to set up 
under the Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research a special committee of the 
Building Research Board to report on the 
best methods by which decay in building 
stones, especially in ancient structures, may 
be prevented or arrested.

Aston Webb, K.C.V.O., P.R.A., and the 
other members :—Mr, R. J. ,Allison, C.B.E., 
F.R.I.B.A.; Professor C. H. Desch, F.R.S. ;

A jury appointed by the Royal Institute

£1,200 A YEAR BRICKLAYERS. 


The drastic curtailment of all building 
operations in the United States until the 
autumn was urgently recommended at a meet- 
ing recently of a reconstruction council com- 
posed of representatives of leading financial 
and other interests in the building trade. The 
council asks Mr. Hoover, the Secretary of 
Commerce, to endorse their action and to re- 
inforce it by a general appeal to the country, 
which is facing. a crisis owing to daily rising 
costs of material and labour. It is argued 
that with bricklayers, plasterers, and others 
demanding wages of £3 to £4 a day the point 
of economic safety hasgbeen passed, and that 
if operations are not immediately drastically 
curtailed a crash is inevitable, with disastrous 
results to the working men engaged in the 
building industry.

CEMENT MAY BE 
CHEAPER. 


BLAST FURNACE PRODUCT &I 
A TON DOWN. 


A new British standard specification for a 
cement to be known as Portland blast furnace 
cement has just come into operation, and its 
development may have valuable results in 
cheapening the-price of this essential of build- 
ing work, as its manufacture is not controlled 
by the Portland Cement Makers’ Federation, 

There has, of course, been a standard speci- 
fication for Portland cement, approved by the 
British Engineering Stamdards Association, 
in existence for many years, but this has been 
the only authoritative specification, although 
there are many cements which are extremely 


useful to the builder outside that specification. | 


For some years past this cement, now for- 
mally designated as Portland blast furnace, 
has been made in Scotland, and largely used 
by those people scientifically able to judge of 
its qualities. The Admiralty, in particular, 
have employed it largely, as it has superior 
qualities in resisting sea corrosion, but its 
general use has been restricted through the 
absence of any British Engineering Standards 
Association specification. 

This disability has now been .overcome 
through the initiative of the Building Research 
Board of the Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Fur ay Government department 
which is doing little-known but valuable work 
—in securing the appointment of a thoroughly 
representative committee to obtain the estab- 
lishment of the specification. So far Great 
Britain has not had a wide enough range of 
standard specifications, especially as such stan- 
dards tend to confer a monopoly on those who 
conform to them; Belgium is ahead in that 
respect, and so is Germany. 

The main price difference between the two 
cements is that the Portland blast. furna~ 
cement is approximately 20s. a ton cheaper 
than Portland. The chief difference in mann- 
facture is that while the former must be an 
intimate mixture of calcareous and argillaceous 
materials burnt together, the latter is a mix- 
ture of Portland cement; clinker, and granu- 
lated blast-furnace slag, the proportion of the 
latter substance not exceeding 65 per cent. 
This slag is a by-product of the ironmaster’s 
blast-furnace, and so far two iron foundry 
firms in Scotland only have made it. Their 
total output is approximately 40,000 tons a 
year, every ton of which is quickly swallowed 
up. : 
Now that this cement has a secognised spec!- 
fication, it is hoped that other ironmasters will 
set. up the necessary pliant, particularly as it 
enables an economical use to be made of an 
otherwise waste product. Also, as their pri- 
mary business is iron foundry work, they are 
not so likely to become linked up with the 
purely cement-making firms, with the result 
there will be a more healthy tendency towards 
competition—a factor which may have a 
definite influence on prices in the future, 
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A WALLPAPER SUBSTITUTE. 


An ingenious substitate for wallpaper has 
been devised in the Nela Park research labora- 
tories of the General Electric Company at 
Cleveland (Ohio). It is produced entirely by 
electric lighting, and is capable of throwing as 
many as 50 distinct wallpaper designs on the 
walls of a room in less than 60 seconds simply 
by the movement of a tinted glass slide on 
which are arranged various coloured daubings. 
The effect is obtained by the use of a speci- 
ally made magic-lantern box which can he con- 
cealed and arranged so that the wall designs 
may be focussed perfectly and changed at will. 
The colours and designs can be varied from 
the brightest to the most quiet tints and pat- 
terns. , 


DONAGHADEE IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEME. 
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An inguiry was held by Mr. John Bates, oí 
the Ministry of Home Affairs, at Donaghadee, 
on 15th inst., with reference to a proposed 
loan by the urban council of £4,000 for im- 
provements.

Her propelling machinery consists of 
four-cylinder Diesel engines directly coupled 
to generators supplying a continuous current.

COST OF GOVERNMENT 
BUILDING MATERIALS, 


In the Dail on Monday, President Cosgrave, 
replying to Mr, Alexander McCabe, who asked 
whether cement and glass had been sent by 
the Board of Works from Dublin to Sligo at a 
higher price than similar goods could be pur- 
chased locally, said it was to be presumed 
that the question rélated to SBgo No. 1 old 
H.LC. barracks, at present occupied by the 
army, and the restoration of which was being 
carried out by the Commissioners of Public 
Works. 

Generally speaking, building materials or- 
dered by the Commissioners for the work had 
been obtained on tender from Sligo firms. 

In the case of glass the Sligo prices were 
too high, and it was purchased from the 
Dublin firm that holds the current: periodical 
contract for glazing supplies at rates which 
enabled it to be delivered in Sligo at a lower 
cost than that quoted by two Sligo firms. 

In regard to cement, a quantity of it, six 
tons, became surplus in Roscommon, and was 
transferred to Sligo. 

Competition for building’ works and sup- 
plies in the Dublin area was open to Sligo 
firms.

U.S. BUILDING BOOM 
COLLAPSE. . 


The building boom, which hag been the 
mainstay of the business recover; in the 
United States, appears to be on the verge of 
collapse. The high costs of material and the 
inerdinate exactions of labour have brought 
about a sudden stop of speculative buildin 
in several widely-seperated localities, thoug 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York esti- 
mates that barely a quarter of the building 
shortage is yet made up. : 

At a conference in New York of a hundred 
prominent builders, architects, bankers, and 
others, a number of architects reported that 
they had advised their clients to defer pro- 
jects involving many millions of dollars be- 
cause of the recent. rapid acceleration in the 
rise of building wages. Building labour is 
now getting. from 100 to 400 per cent, more 
than in 1913, building materials are up 96 
per cent., and yet a number of strikes for 
stiil higher wages are impending. 

The dislocation of wages and of prices is 
sensibly affecting industry generally. High 
costs are devouring profits, and, cautioned 
by banking authorities and apprehersive of a 
buyers’ strike, producers are deterred from 
raising prices. According to the National In. 
dustrial Conference Board, throughout the 
nation there are fourteen jobs for every 
thirteen workers. This situation is being ex- 
ricited by labour up to the point of killing 
the goose which lays the golden eggs. 


QUICK REBUILDING IN 
BELGIUM, 


The rapid. progress which has been made 
in the restoration of the cities and villages 
of Belgium laid waste by the Germans during 
the war is revealed by a Belgian Government 
report. 

At the armistice it was found that 78,000 


| houses had been either entirely destroyed or 


left in such condition that complete rebuild- 
ing was necessary, and in addition 22,000 
houses were in ‘need of restoration. To-day 
74,585 of these have been rebuilt or restored 
and work is actively® proceeding on the re- 
mainder. 

At Ypres, where mm one of the 3,786 
houses was destroyed, 1,750 have been re- 
constructed, and at Roulers 3,950 have been 
rebuilt out of 5,411. Dixmude, where not one 
of the original 930 houses remained at the 
end of the war, now possesses 467, and of the 
951 razed to the ground at Nieuport 606 are 
now inhabited. 

Of more than 1,200 public buildings de- 
stroyed in the war 779 have been restored.

£3,000 FOR SEWERAGE IMPROVEMENT. 


At the meeting of the County. Board ef 
Public Health held at Enniscorthy on 16th 
inst., a letter was read from the Secretary of 
the County Council stating that the Council 
had confirmed a recommendation of the 
Finance and Roads Committee to accept a 
loan of £3,000 for sewerage improvement 
scheme at the Co. Home, Enniscorthy, repay- 
able in 15 years, provided the rate of interest 
is regarded as satisfactory. The Ministry cf 
Local Government wrote, with reference to 
the same matter, sanctioning the loan, which 
is to be obtained from the National Bank, 
Ltd., and repayable within 15 years, with 
interest at the rate of one-half per cert. 
under the Irish Banks’ rate from time to 
time, subjétt to a minimum of 4 per cent. A 
report was read from Mr. G, Flood, engineer, 
stating that the work could start im- 
mediately. 


NEW HOSPITAL FOR DUBLIN, 


A committee has been formed in Dublin, 
under the chairmanship of Dr, Ella G. Webb, 
for the purpose of establishing a hospital for 
rickets near Dublin. 

“ At present,” says the, Lancet, “the 
accommodation for children in the special and 
general hospitals of the city is sufficiently 
taxed, and there is no institution specially 
suitable to deal with cases of rickets, — 

“A lady has offered the committee £5,000, 
and it is believed that if another £5,000 can 
be obtained there will be enough to meet 
initial expenses. Near Dublin ‘there are 
plenty of sunny sites, with sea or mountain 
air, suitable for treating such cases."
